Woman in tho Garden. 



However aghast some "lino Indies*' 
may regard the idea of working iu the 
garden, I consider it oho of the most 
wholesome means of support within 
our reach. Wholesome especially be- 
cause we have an object and an in 
teresting one in talcing this exercise — 
which is the growth of flowers and 
plants. Before commencing work in 
the garden, put on a pair of worn-out 
leather gloves, a broad-brimmed sun- 
hat and a pail' of good, stout boots; if 
not stout then wear a pair of thin gum 
overshoes. The dampness of the soil 
is very liable to produce a ''cold." 
With a light five-pronged fork dig 
your flower-beds, rake tho soil as fine- 
ly as possible, sow the seed' and put 
iu a wooden label, with the name writ- 
ten distinctly upon it. Tho finer seeds 
• require no raking, or a very slight 
brushing with a dusting brush. Don't 
bo afraid that tho labor will hurt you, 
even if you should become very tired; 
on the contrary it will strengthen you, 
give you rosy cheeks, and may add years 
to your life. 

There is not a spring that I do not 
spend two weeks at least at work in 
the garden, and I can tell you there is 
notliiug so agreeable, I may say fas- 
cinating; and this feeling is doubled 
when 1 see the tine flowers and good 
vegetables growing and put upon the 
table from my own handiwork. — | Cor, 
Gennautovyn Telegra ph.

If a true index to public opinion 
lies in tho expressions of speakers at 
meetings called to discuss the politi- 
cal topics of the day, tbe Local Gov- 
ernment can scarcely extract a grain 
of comfort from the recent gatherings 
at Sauuich, Laugloy and Chilliwhack. 
It is a noteworthy circumstance that 
at five public meetings held in the 
Districts named since tho adjourn- 
ment of tho House not a man has 
spoken in defenco of tho Government 
policy; and a largo majority condemn- 
ed it in toto. At a recent meeting at 
Langley tho expressions of disapprov- 
al were prouounced and decided. 
Several gentlemen — hitherto warm 
supporters of the Ministry — then de- 
clared that they were unable longer to 
acknowledge fealty to them in conse- 
quence of the manner in which the 
agricultural interests had been ne- 
glected, tho unhappy Franchise Act, 
and the Fourth Portfolio. At Chilli- 
whack the expressions were still more 
hostile against the Governmental quar- 
tette who have placed tho country 
in Canada's hands and are plot- 
ting for re election to enable them to 
still further fleece the country by the 
imposition of heavy taxation uext year. 
At bravo old Saauich— the banner 
district of Reform,— the first in the 
Province to denounce the appeal to 
England and the alteration of the 
Terms of L'nion without the approval 
of the pcoplo having been obtained, 
and where but "seven" constituents 
ou«i of 242 signed a memorial to its 
members to support the Government 
poliey :— in Saauich there have been 
held two meetings within the past 
month. These meetings were address- 
ed by five gentlemen who, it is sup- 
posed, will be candidates at tho next 
election for the House. None of tho 
speakers took sides with the Govern- 
ment. One condemned the Fourth 
Portfolio and the Indian policy; a s?. 
cond took it sharply to task for lazi- 
ness, extravagance and bribery; a 
third attacked its treatment of Cana- 
da's delegate, its Indian policy and its 
proposition to borrow monoy from Ca- 
nada at a time when Canada owes us 
millions; a fourth attacked its' policy 
of making roads to supporters' doors 
and leaving the main road in a state of 
dangerous unrepair; while a fifth an- 
nounced himself as an Independent 
man, attached to no party, and, espe- 
cially , not to tho Government party. 
Here we have tho utterances of live 
reasonable, thinking men — most of 
them property-holders and heads o! 
families, and, consequently, deeply 
interested in the progress of the Pro- 
vince. If the Province prosper they 
must prosper with it. Should it re- 
trogado they must retrogade with it. 
Lifted by the importance of the in- 
terests they represent above the reach 
and beyond the influence of low pre- 
judice or a d< sire to grasp oflico for 
the -purpose of.gaininga livelihood at 
public expense without the expendi- 
ture of either brain or muscle — -the 
opinion of such men must be regard- 
ed as a true indication of the 
state of popular feelii g in 
all the districts. It is an unmis- 
takable expression of want of public 
confidence iu the men who are now at 
tho head of affairs when no man can 
bo found williny to come forward and 
Bay, "I approve of tho Government 
poliey in toto." As time wears along anil 
the elections dmw near, a few satelites 
and pi], enters who Live secured, 
througu legerdemain aud hocus poeus, 
easy billets and fat contracts, and 
others who occupy tho "anxious seats" 
of greedy expectation and hope de- 
ferred, will be pushed into tho front 
ranki like claquer* t»t the Parisian theatre, 
and will have to play the role of indepen- 
dent supporters of an unpopular Min- 
istry; but tho great bulk of the people 
who are 

"Ut paid unpeSBlonad, uo muu'i hire or sla?e," 

will, we feel sure, stand firm in sup- 
port of Reform principles and Reform 
candidates, and will never rest content 
until the last vestige of misrepresenta- 
tion, corruption and extravagance 
shall have been swept from tho House 
of Assembly liko cobwebs before the 
housewife's broom.

" No Reformers Wanted ! " 

Thus heads the organ's report of tho 
last Saauieh meeting. Tho report is 
searched in vain for any reference to tho 
Reform Party or its candidates. Tho in- 
ference to be drawn from tho heading is, 
therefore plain : It is tho Government 
party and not the people of Saanioh that 
exclaim, "No Reformers Wanted!" The 
Lands and Works Department that builds 
bridges below high-water mark, Roman 
roads to supporters' doors, and loavos the 
trunk-roads in a state of quagmire, wants 
no Reform. Tho Law Department, whioh 
paBses an Act to enfranchise Chinese and 
Indians and disfranchise British subjects 
wants no Reform. Tho Agricultural De- 
partment that has not collected a single 
statistic concerning agriculture and has 
opposed a measure to protect farmers 
from ruin by the Canadian Tariff, wants 
do Reform. The Department of Mines 
that htt.i never had a syllable to say about 
mines or of miners, wants no Reform. 
Certainly not. "No Reformers are want- 
ad" at James Bay! 

Singular Death or a Woman. — Mrs. 
Sarah K. Bntnam, a clairvoyant physi- 
cian, died at Greenfield, Mass., a short 
time ago, at tho ago of fifty, under pecu- 
liar circumstances. She had been attend- 
ing a Miss Luoy, who was sick with 
diphtheria, and scratched her linger with 
a pin while arranging bandages on the 
neck of her patient. From this trivial 
acoideut, apparently, sho became innocu- 
lsted with the poison of the disease, her 
hand, arm and body became successively 
affected, having tho appearance of being 
blistered, and so seriously as soon to end 
in death, tln-ngh her throat showed no 
diphtheria symptoms. Tho strangest 
part of tho case is that she claimed to 
have been warned by the spirits not to 
attend Miss Luey, but having groat af- 
fection for the young lady, finally decid- 
ed to see if sho could save her, saying 
that nho was willing to loso hor own lifo. 
if necessary, to do so. Mrs. Putnam had 
been in practioe somo twenty yearn or so. 
.Miss Luoy is said to be rocovering. 

The unearthing of tho silk frauds in 
connection with tho Now York customs 
service is followed thus quickly by dis- 
closures of similar operations among the 
crockery merchants, several of whom are 
already at the moroy of tho government. 
It appears a member of the most respec- 
table houses in that lino have boon ob 
tainiug their best articles through known 
smugglers, and the U.S. Attorney for that 
district, with tho government detectives, 
are determined to push tho prosecutions 
to tho bitter end. As Clafliu and other of 
tho model dry-goods princes fell into sin- 
ful oouracs, bo it appears have tho crock- 
ery peoplo. When thoso aro disposed of 
the investigations should bo pushed to 
other classen, until all are brought to 
judgment. 

More Pap. — Mr, 0. McK Smith, one 
of the publishers of tho Standard, has 
been appointed to superintend the con- 
struction of tho Lunatic Asylum at New 
Westminster. P-h-o-w! What say tho 
good people of Now Westminster to this 
specimen of imported talent? Ts there 
no one at Now Westminster competent 
to tako charge of tho work? — eh, Mr. 
Armstrong! Mr. Smith, for all wo know, 
is a very good man for tho position; but 
aro there no equally good men at New 
Westminster? Besides, tho amount of 
public plunder that already falls to tho 
Standard's sharo ought to satisfy Mr. 
Smith.

From R. J. McDonoll, directing tho 
notice of tho Council to a foul drain on 
Broughton street and asking that tho 
same bo attended to. 

Referred to Street Com. 

A report was read from the City Eugin- 
oer, enclosing estimates of tho probablo 
coat of repairing tho roadway in front of 
Sir Janios Douglas' property ou James 
Bay; also of tho expense of a box drain on 
Comorant street from Government to 
Store street; tho amount of work author- 
ized but unperformed by tho late Coun- 
cil for lack of funds, and a statement of 
tho progress of tho waterworks, showing 
that the 12-inch mains woro laid to a point 
within % of a mile of tho Iron Church 
and will probably reach that point with- 
in 5 days.

& Co., to> the effect that they had receiv- 
ed a note from tho Mayor stating that ou 
account of circumstances he had seen lit 
to revoke tho power of collecting travel- 
ers' licenses, etc., which had beon grant- 
ed them. The communication went on 
to say that Messrs. Plummor & Co. wore 
not aware that they held any appoint- 
ment from His Worship, but thought 
their power was given them by a resolu- 
tion of tho Council which, so far as they 
knew, had never beon revoked, and stat- 
od their belief that but for tho interfer- 
ence of His Worship they could havo 
collected licenses to tho amount of 8200 
or 8300 moio than thoy had obtained 
from Smith and others; also, enclosing 
bills for 840 for services rendered. They 
would also like to be informed what the 
phrase "on account of circumstances" 
meant. 

Tho Clerk showed a draught from tho 
Mayor of the letter which Plummer and 
Co. had received. 

Search was made but uo record could 
bo found of any power being granted to 
tho Mayor other than to carry out tho re- 
solution of tho Council and Coun Shakes- 
peare characterized tho action of the 
Mayor in taking upon himsolf to dismiss 
the" parties appointed to collect tho 
licensos as a pieco of impertinence. 

On motion of Coun. Trounoe.seconded 
by Coun. Gerow, further consideration 
of tho subject was deferred for one week, 
Messrs. Plummer & Robinson continuing 
their duties as collectors in tho mean- 
while, until tho final action of tho Coun- 
cil ou the matter. 

Coun. Trounce again called attention to 
the dangerous condition of tho trenches 
for tho waterpipes at tho street crossings. 

Tho Water Commissioner said ho had 
spoken to tho contractor upon tho sub- 
ject, and if ho did not attend to it ho 
thought ho would bo responsible if any 
accident happened. 

On motion of Coun. Trounce, secondod 
by Coun. Walker, a Committee of Three 
were appointed to prepare a statement of 
the requirements of tho City in the pro- 
posed Hall and Market, the size of the 
Council Chamber and size and number of 
other rooms required ;and the dimensions, 
fittings, <feo., of tho market lor the guid- 
ance of the architects who were to com- 
pete.

Somo further discussion took placo re- 
specting tho state of tho trenched and 
street crossings, and Couns. Trounce and 
Shakespeare were severe on the Water 
Co mmissioner. 

Tenders woro opened for tho grading 
of Fisgard st, and the contract awarded 
to Willis Bond for 8118, and 83 per 
cubic yard for the blasting of any rock 
which might bo on the lino of road. 

Council adjourned. 

Exploration of Iceland. —Mr. Watts, 
of London, who visited Iceland last year, 
and ascended the Vatno Jokel to a high- 
er point than had previously beon reach- 
ed by any traveller, sailed from Granton 
on Tuesday, in tho Diana, for Reykjavik. 
Ho is to resume his truvols in tho interior 
of Iceland during the present summer. 
There is still a largo portion of the island 
unexplored, and, as it is very mountain 
Otis and covered in some places' with per- 
petual snow, the work of exploration is 
attended with great danger and difficulty. 
With tho assistance of somo of tho toe- 
landers, however, it is hoped that this in- 
hospitable region may bo crossed over 
and examined, so that its topographical 
and mineralogioal character may be de- 
termined more oxactly than has yet been 

done.— Scutsi/i an.

Political Platform of the 
Liliooet Convention 



The Guardian's Liliooet correspondent 
says: — "I send you a copy of the proceed- 
ings at a meeting of tho electors held 
hero on the 3d inst., when the following 
political platform, on which our dele- 
gates to a general convention will bo au - 
thorized to voto and select candidates for 
nomination as representatives. The dif- 
ferent clauses were fully discussed and 
unanimously agreed on: — 

Clauso 1st. Free grants of public lauds 
to all lioaa jid<: settlers. 

2d. Taxation to be equalized as much 
as possible, so as to bear equally ou all, 
and enable an honest Government to 
meet the expenses of governing. 

3d. No fourth portfolio, nor immigra- 
tion agents. The money spent so n n pro- 
ductively^ might be j better expended in 
granting bounties on homo manufactures, 
such as cheeso and woolen factories, 
shipbuilding, prospecting for new gold 
fields, &o. 

4th. British Columbia not to guaran- 
tee one dollar towards building a dry 
duck. 

5th. Repeal of Qualification and Regis- 
tration of Voters' Act, and a just fran- 
chise to all British subjects, believing that 
th<> man who is taxed to support tho Gov- 
ernment is entitled to a voice in choos- 
ing his. Representatives. 

0th. Wo believe that British Columbia 
is entitled to indemnification for non- 
fulfilment of Terms of Union, with re- 
gard to tho railroad in British Columbia. 
Our representatives must, therefore. press 
and lend sll their weight in trying to ob- 
tain such indemnification from tho Do- 
minion Government, 

7:h. Our Representatives must koop 
and assist in such Legislation as will re- 
move all obstacles on our part to tho 
commencement and completion of tho 
Railroad through B. C. 

8th. The Indian lain! question should 
bo settled at as early a date as possible, 
so as to avoid disagreeable consequences 
iu tho immediate future.

The "Evening Post" and Roy. Mr. 
Parshall— Startling Discoveries. 

San Francisco, July 3. --The " Post" 
of this evening publishes a narrative 
of nine columns, purporting to bo a 
true story of tho circumstances con- 
nected with the troubles of the Rov. 
Mr. Parshall, of Oakland, somo two 
years ago. Parshall was tried by a 
church council in October and Novem- 
ber, 1S73, for lascivious conduct with 
certain members of bis flock, was con- 
victed and left town, going to Vallejo, 
finally settling at Healdsbnrg, Sono- 
ma County. On the 28th of October 
last tho community was startled by a 
report that P. H. Sumner, a real es 
tute agent, who had been prominent 
as a member of Parshall's church at 
Oakland had been made the victim of 
attempted assassination, and taken to 
his homo severely wounded. Ho kept 
his bed for several weeks, being 
attended by friends and physicians 
and interviewed by reporters 
Ho showed anonymous letters warn- 
ing him of harm if lie did 
not stop his persecutions of Parshall 
and finally made an ante-mortem 
statement that he was waylaid by two 
men on the night in question, and, on 
his refusing to sign a compact to se t 
Parshall all right, was attacked as be- 
fore mentioned. Instead of dying af- 
ter this statment was made Sumner 
went East with his family. During his 
absence, Parshall commenced suit 
against tho "Post" for tho publica- 
tion of Sumner's ante-mortem state- 
ment. Sumner returned in May 
last and said he had obtained a good 
deal of information about Parshall 
in tho East which would help 
tho Post in tho libel suit. He called ou 
Colonel Barnes, who was conducting tho 
case for the I'ost, and showed him a num- 
ber of anonymous letters which ho claim- 
ed to havo received during September, 
1871, all breathing a spirit of hostility on 
account of his opposition to Parshall. 
Ho subsequently told Barnes ho had dis- 
covered the man who attacked him, and 
within a day or two brought to Barnes' 
office a man named PurvdS, who acknow- 
ledged having eommittod tho assault on 
Stimuor at tho request of Parshall. He 
said Barshlll was an old friend of his and 
had worked on his sympathies until he 
consented to commit the deed. Purves 
also named as his accomplice one J. C. 
Rogerson, of Oakland, a clerk in the em- 
ploy of Bowen Bros., and showed lotters 
purporting to be from Parshall relative to 
tho contemplated assassination, whioh 
wero in tho Eamo hand as thoso produced 
by Sumner. Captain Lees, tho detective, 
was called into the case and made a criti- 
cal examination of Purves and tho whole 
affair, and discovered discrepancies whioh 
aroused his suspicions, and tho upshot 
of tho whole affair was that Purves, and 
subsequently, Sumner, being confronted 
with evidence obtained, have finally con- 
fo.-sed that the whole affair, including the 
injuries received by Sumner, anonymous 
letters received by him and supposed 
correspondence between Purves and Par ■ 
shall, was a conspiracy to ruin Parshall. 
The Post was informed of tho disclosures 
ou account of their bearing on tho libel 
suit instituted against it by Parshall on 
Monday. Parshall was notified by tele- 
graph, and on his arrival on Tuesday it 
was determined to proceed at onco 
against Sumner, and this morning suit 
was commenced against him in tho 12th 
District Court by Parshall, with im- 
ages fixed at $50,000, for libel containod 
in tho so-called ante-mortem statement.

The Melbourne "Argus" tells the 
f illowiug rather g )cd story : "A gen- 
tleman of the legal profession at ono 
of the great mining centres, having 
spent a gaudy evening at a lending 
hotel, found the fresh air too much 
for him. Instead of reaching the 
bosom of his family, ho gravitated to 
the lock-up, with the much ueeded 
assistance of a servant of the Queen in 
full uniform. Tho lock-up keeper 
didn't know him, and consequently 
couldn't send for his friends to bail 
him out, as is frequently done by those 
tender-hearted officers of justice. So 
he was allowed to sleep until 7 in the 
morning, whon ho was aroused and 
asked his name, whioh ho promptly 
said was 'Johnson.' Ho obtained 
soap, water and a clothes- brush, and 
was refreshed by a cup of tea. Ho then 
proposed to the lock-up keeper that the 
officials should walk beside him to the 
Police Court. When tho time came, 
this was dono, and by keeping the of- 
licer in earnest converse, it appeared 
as though the lawyer was engaged up- 
on some business before tho court, and 
whon the name of Johnson was called 
ho calmly rose and said, 'I appear for 
the prisoner, your Worship.' 'What!' 
said tho Cohco Magistrate, 'do you 
deny that he was drunk?' 'Oh, no,' 
ho replied, 'ho was very drunk, but is 
very sorry for it.' 'Five shillings, or 
six hours' imprisonment,' said the 
l'olico Magistrate. 'I will pay his 
line myself,' said this readywitted 
gentleman, who, in this instance 
showed that the man who is his own 
lawyer hasn't always a fool for his 
client." 

A month or so ago, in the House of 
Commons, a debate on British horse 
breeding took place which was quite in- 
teresting, and absorbed tho attention of 
a full house. Mr. Chaplin, a good spealt- 
or as well as noted turf-man, stated that 
so anxious was the Prussian Government 
to improve the breed of their horses that 
tho Government pgont had offered for the 
celebrated horse Blair Athol 357,500, 
which was refused, and a club of private 
gontlomon gave for him SGu",000. Bread- 
albano, another fine animal, was sold to 
tho Prussian agent for 830,000. Mr. 
Chaplin gave some account of tho mea- 
sures by which tho Gorman, Austrian, 
and French governments holp and 
stimulate all t bo horse breeders 
in those countries by distributing to giv- 
en local centres animals devoted to tho 
purposes gf tho breeders, and he declared 
that 1,700 of the German horses wore of 
English extraction. Mr. Gerard Sturt's 
reply showed, however, that private en- 
terprise is much more stimulated by the 
competition of these foreign customers 
than tho market is drained by it, tho 
average height of thoroughbred stock 
having been in 1700 fourteen hands, and 
in 1875 fifteen hands two inches and a 
half; and Mr. Sturt asserted that the 
poorest weed is capable, "if pluokily 
mated," of produoing a liorso of great 
stature and incalculable value,
